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DPW  Answers  Questions 
About  Cross-Town  Tunnel

At  a  Glen  Park  Association  meeting  several  months  ago, 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  gave  a  presentation 
about  the  Bayside  Discharge  Alternatives  Project.  To 
protect  the  vs^ater  quality  of  the  bay,  it  is  necessaiy  to 
dispose  of  waste  v^^ater  that  cannot  be  handled  by  one  of 
the  city's  treatment  plants  during  periods  of  wet 
weather.  One  alternative  is  a  cross-town  tunnel  that 
would  pass  under  Glen  Canyon  Park. 

As  a  follow-up  to  the  meeting,  DPW  has  sent 
answers  to  various  questions  asked  but  not  answered 
during  that  presentation. 

■  Will  you  build  the  surge  shaft  in  Glen  Park  ? 

No.  The  department  is  not  considering  the  Glen  Park 
area  as  a  site  for  the  surge  shaft. 

■  WJtat  would  be  the  impact  of  the  tunnel  on  undergrowid 
springs  and  creek  flows  in  this  neighborhood? 

Springs  and  creek  flows  in  your  neighborhood  will  not 
be  affected. 

■  Will  Central  Valley  farmers  accept  reclaimed  water? 

In  some  cases,  farmers  have  no  choice.  Both  suppliers 
and  users  will  understand  the  project  better  when  the 
feasibility  study  is  completed. 

■  Wliy  was  the  problem  ofdiscluirge  of  excess  treated  efflu- 
ent into  Islais  Creek  not  addressed  in  the  master  plan? 
The  cross-town  tunnel  is  a  key  element  of  the  master 
plan  for  waste  water  management  which  was  devel- 
oped in  the  early  70s.  It  was  proposed  that  the  tunnel 
would  cany  all  effluent  flow  to  the  ocean  through  a 
4.5  mile  outfall. 

Recently,  the  Regional  Water  Quality  Control 
Board  issued  a  cease-and-desist  order  stating  that  the 
city  must  select  an  alternative  to  the  discharge  of 
treated  effluent  into  Islais  Creek  by  1 1/1/94.  The 
discharge  of  treated  wet  weather  flows  to  Islais  Creek 
does  not  meet  the  requirements  established  by  the 


Board  for  discharge  to  confined  waters.  Such  dis- 
charges can  result  in  violations  of  water  quality 
objectives  recently  set  by  the  Board  for  pH,  ammonia 
and  certain  heavy  metals. 

■  Wliat  is  the  environmental  benefit  of  building  a  new 
outfall  in  the  hay? 

Bay  water  quality  will  be  improved  because  the  dis- 
charge is  fuither  offshore  and  in  deeper  water.  It  will 
also  promote  better  mixing  and  dispersion  character- 
istics. The  sediment  quality  is  expected  to  improve 
both  in  Islais  Creek  and  in  the  bay. 

■  /5  there  any  disadvantage  to  the  bay  by  sending  all 
treated  effluent  flows  to  the  ocean?

Since  the  city  has  promised  enforcement  at  the 
BART  station,  please  let  the  Association  know  if  any 
enforcers  are  ever  seen.  It  would  be  good  to  document  it, 
if  it  ever  comes  to  be.  The  problem  is  that  the  city  has 
not  committed  to  any  specific  schedule,  which,  of 
course,  means  that  it  is  unlikely  to  happen. 

Two  "No  U-Turn"  signs  on  Cheneiy,  at  Diamond 
and  at  Castro  were  requested.  The  city  refiased,  stating 
that  these  streets  are  too  narrow  to  allow  for  u-turns. 
Eyewitness  accounts  may  help  to  document  these  turns. 
Keep  the  traffic  committee  chaiiperson  advised.

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Treasurer's  Report 

What  is  shown  by  these  financial  statements  (see  back 
page)  is  that  the  association's  exempt  function  revenues 
heavily  subsidize  the  non-exempt  fi.inction  activities. 
From  analyzing  the  records  from  1986  through  present 
this  has  been  fairly  standard,  although  an  effort  was 
made  in  1 993  to  lower  the  costs  of  producing  and  dis- 
tributing the  News  and  to  increase  the  revenues  by  sell- 
ing more  advertising  space.  As  can  be  seen  when 
reported  on  a  cash  basis,  the  association  appears  to  be 
operating  with  a  monetaiy  gain,  but  after  the  adjustment 
to  an  accmal  basis,  it  can  be  seen  that  it  is  actually  an 
operating  loss. 

In  past  years,  a  much  larger  percentage  of  the 
association's  revenues  came  fiom  ftmdraising  effoits  and 
donations,  and  this  balanced  the  monetaiy  outflow.  In 
the  eight  years  of  records  analyzed,  it  is  only  in  the  past 
three  that  the  association  has  operated  at  a  loss. 

Decisions  made  in  1993  have  reduced  the  cost  of 
member  seivices  by  about  22%.  Over  the  past  three 
years  the  content  of  the  News  has  included  less  and  less 
association  business,  where  the  reduction  between  1991 
and  1992  was  about  13%,  and  between  1992  and  1993 
association  business  content  was  fiuther  reduced  by 
about  11%. 

The  budget  projections  for  1994  estimate  the  actual 
operating  loss  to  be  approximately  $800.  This  is  antici- 
pating an  extraordinaiy  $500  expense  for  filing  for  non- 
profit corporation  status,  and  a  net  loss  for  producing 
and  distributing  the  News  of  about  $550.  This  estimated 
loss  is  based  on  a  membei'ship  of  243  people.

Traffic  Facts

When  stop  signs  were  requested  on  Elk  at  Cheneiy, 
the  city  said  that  fully  controlled  intei:sections  were  only 
necessaiy  when  the  streets  are  equal,  and  that  since  Elk  is 
a  secondary  thoroughfare,  carrying  significantly  more 
traffic  than  Cheneiy,  stop  signs  were  not  justified. 

This  is  in  stark  contrast  with  the  realities  in  other 
areas  of  the  city.  For  instance.  Market  Street  has  a  stop 
light  for  an  apartment  house  driveway,  and  another  for  a 
turnaround  and  four  buildings. 

Another  example  is  the  stop  signs  through  St.  Francis 
Woods  where  the  side-streets  are  in  no  way  equal  to 
Monterey  and  St.  Francis  Boulevards.  These  stop  signs 
were  put  in  when  most  of  the  supei^visors  lived  in  that 
area.  They  were  also  part  of  the  successful  attempt  to  redi- 
rect traffic  through  Glen  Park  and  up  O'Shaughnessy, 
coupled  with  the  green  "To  the  Sunset"  signs.  These  signs 
were  recently  removed  from  Monterey  and  Bosworth 
near  the  1-280  southbound  exit,  and  the  BART  station, 
respectively. 

Only  after  a  resident  thoroughly  doaimented  acci- 
dents on  Elk  (going  back  tol989),  thereby  proving  the 
necessity  for  traffic  control,  did  the  city  finally  agree  with 
the  need  for  these  signs.  It  is  an  outrage  that  this  was  nec- 
essaiy, but  it  gives  us  a  clue  as  to  what  tactics  will  work.  If 
we  do  the  jobs  of  the  "expeits"  for  them,  we  will  get  re- 
sults (see  page  2  in  the  12/93  News). 

Glen  Park's  rush  hour  congestion  is  not  going  to  go 
away,  but  there  may  be  methods  to  reduce  it.  The  "ex- 
perts," though,  haven't  made  any  suggestions. 


One  possibility  would  be  to  eliminate  all  neighbor- 
hood areas  airrentiy  used  by  commuters  to  park.  We 
have  quite  a  bit  of  public  land,  and  all  adjacent  airbs  do 
not  require  "D-area"  pai-king  peimits.  In  Pacific  Heights,  all 
of  the  street  parking,  whether  fi  onting  public  or  private 
land,  requires  a  residence  permit.  When  this  was  sug- 
gested the  "experts"  responded  that  signed  petitions 
would  initiate  this  action. 

Since  the  "experts"  and  the  government  set  the  stage 
for  the  extraordinary  congestion  suffered  by  this  neigh- 
borhood, it  should  be  automatic  that  they  would  try  to 
solve  the  problems.  As  long  as  non- neighborhood  resi- 
dents can  freely  park  in  the  area  all  day,  their  comings 
and  goings  exacerbate  the  msh- 
hour  congestion. 

In  both  the  recent  traffic  study  and  the  one  con- 
ducted in  1974,  the  "expeits"  have  reported  the  raw 
data.  They  have  made  no  suggestions  for  solutions  or 
offered  any  explanations  of  the  major  number  of  extra 
cars  driving  through  that  shows  up  in  both  of  their  data 
collection  exercises.  Specific  suggestions  and  requests 
fi'om  residents,  have  in  the  main,  been  refused.  What,  if 
anything,  can  this  neighborhood  do  now?
